THE  ELECTION. 

The  Township  election  in  Bloomfield  on 
Tuesday  was  a  quiet  affair  in  the  First  and 
Second  Wards,  the  Democrats  having 
made  no  nominations  against  the  ticket 
placed  in  the  field  by  the  Republican 
machine.  A  v*iy  light  vote  was  conse¬ 
quently  polled.  A  ticket  headed  “Inde¬ 
pendent  Citizen's  Republican"  had  been 
printed  and  circulated,  adopting  the  regu¬ 
lar  candidates  throughout,  but  cutting  off 
the  appropriation  of  $10,000  for  hard  roads 
and  cutting  down  considerably  most  of  the 
other  appropriations.  Bfcyomfcthe  distrib¬ 
ution  of  a  circular  no  effort  was  made  to 
induce  votes  for  this  ticket,  yet  it  received 
273  votes  against  A73  for  the  regular  list  of 
appropriations. 

In  the  Third  Ward  the  dissatisfaction 
with  tha  machine  tactics  credited  to 
Charles  W.  Powers,  by  which  Noah  H amp- 
son  was  made  the  regular  Republican  can¬ 
didate  for  Ward  Committeeman,  resulted 
disastrously  for  the  machine.  The  Demo¬ 
cratic  leaders  of  this  ward  put  out  a  Citi¬ 
zen’s  Ticket,  differing  only  from  the  Re¬ 
publican  Ticket  in  having  the  name  of 
Thomas*  H.  Albinson  in  place  of  Noah 
Hampson.  A  stubborn  contest  at  the 
polls  in  both  districts  of  the  Ward  was 
maintained  all  day?  and  ovifr  five  hundred 
citizens  voted,  Albinson  receiving  a  major¬ 
ity  of  2 1.

Republican  Township  Conven 
tion. 

The  Republican  Convention  held  at 
Dodd's  Hall  last  Saturday  night  was  at- 
tended  by  most  of  the  leading  public  men 
of  the  place,  either  as  delegates  or  specta- 
tors.  The  Chairman  was  Theodore  U 
Ward  ;  'the  Secretary,  Fred  M.  Davis. 

When  nominations  were  made  for  Com¬ 
mitteeman  at  Large  G.  Lee  Stout  was  the 
only  candidate  placed  in  nomination,  the 
Chairman  of  each  Ward  presenting  hisi 
name  and  making  a  speech. 

The  delegates  were  also  of  one  mind  as 
to  the  office  of  Township  Clerk,  William 
L.  Johnson  receiving  the  entire  vote,  after 
speeches  had  been  made  in  his  favor  by 
several  gentlemen. 

When  it  came  to  nominating  a  Tax  Col¬ 
lector  the  tameness  all  went  out  of  the 
proceedings  when  Kenneth  G.  Duffield  of 
the  First  Ward  earnestly  advocated  J. 
Howard  Hardcastle  as  the  choice  of  that 
delegation  in  the  convention.  Chas.  W. 
Powers,  of  the  Third  Ward,  nominated 
George  W.  Heath  of  the  First  Ward 
When  the  vote  of  the  Convention  was  re¬ 
corded  it  was  found  that  Hardcastle  had 
19  and  Heath  14.  The  announcement  was 
received  with  applause,  and  the  nomination 
of  Mr.  Hardcastle  was  made  unanimous. 

Thomas  Oakes  of  the  Second  Ward 
nominated  Adam  Lind  for  Overselr  of  the 
Poor,  and  spoke  convincingly  in  his  favor. 

Mr.  Powers  nominated  Thomas  F.  Cadmus. 

The  vote  showed  that  the  Convention  was 
divided  as  before  in  the  choice  of  Collector, 

19  for  Lind,  14  for  Cadmus.  After  the 
formality  of  making  Mr.  Lind’s  nomination 
unanimous,  there  was  smooth  sailing  again, 
Charles  F.  Hummel  and  Benjamin  F.  Bald¬ 
win  being  placed  on  the  ticket  for  Con¬ 
stables,  N.  Harvey  Dodd  for  Commissioner  son' 
of  Appeals,  N.  Harvey  Dodd  and  George 
W.  Cadmus  for  Overseers  of  the  Highways, 
with  the  formidable  list  of  appropriations 
as  recommended  at  the  Township  meeting. 


Disciplining  the  Machines. 

“Independent’  lightning  struck  New 
Jersey  on  Tuesday,  as  it  struck  the  west- 
ern  towns  last  week.  Democratic  leader* 
attribute 4his  change  in  political  weather 
to  the  “Dingley  bill,"  but  the  cause  of  it 
lies  deeper  than  that.

The  New  Committeemen. 

James  H.  Moore,  the  new  Committee¬ 
man  from  the  First  Ward,  Is  a  native  resi¬ 
dent  of  Bloomfield,  and  a  member  of  the 
firm  of  Kline  &  Moore,  wholesale  coal 
dealers  of  Newark.  He  is  about  forty 
years  of  age.  has  always  been  identified 
with  the  Republican  party,  but  has  never 
before  held  a  public  office. 

Thomas  H.  Albinson,  who  was  elected 
Committeeman  from  the  Third  Ward  of 
Bloomfield  Tuesday  on  the  Citizen’s  ticket, 
is  a  native  of  this  Township  and  has  resided 
here  all  his  life,  most  of  the  time  on  Hill 
Street.  He  is  forty-two  years  old  and  was 
educated  in  the  Public  Schools  of  Bloom¬ 
field.  His  father,  the  late  Thomas  H. 
Albinson.  went  into  the  grocery  business  at 
462  Bloomfield  Avenue  about  fifteen  years 
ago,  and  the  son  is  his  successor.  Mr. 
Albinson  in  politics  has  been  a  Democrat., 
As  a  member  of  the  Township  Committee, 
occupying  as  an  “Independent"  the  stand 
as  such  made  vacant  by  S.  P.  Gilbert  of  the 
First  Ward,  Mr.  Albinson  will  represent 
principles  in  the  local  administration  of 
affairs  that  are  bound  to  come  oftener  than 
ever  to  the  front  in  the  near  future.  At 
least  such  is  the  unwritten  platform  upon 
which  he  has  been  elected. 


Tree  Planting. 

It  is  safe  to  say  that  half  the  elms  in  the 
streets  of  Bloomfield  are  now  either  dead 
or  in  a -moribund  state.  The  soorer  they 
are  taken  out  the  better,  and  other  trees 
set  out  instead. 

Two  of  the  once  beautiful  elms  that 
stood  in  front  of  Judge  Dodd’s  residence 
have  just  been  taken  out,  but  in  their  place 
already  are  three  thrifty  maples,  each 
measuring  about  a  foot  in  circumference 
capable  of  affording  shade  “for  man  and 
beast.”  Also  it  should  be  noted  that  these 
young  trees  have  been  properly  planted, 
and  protected  after  planting  by  a  neat  wire 
tree  guard.  This  tree-moving,  tree-plant¬ 
ing  and  tree-protecting  example  set  by 
Judge  Dodd  ought  to  be  followed  system¬ 
atically  in  all  parts  of.  town,  unless  it  is 
definitely  settled  that  elpctric  lighting 
under  the  present  system  has  come  to  stay, 
in  which  case  it  will  be  of  little  use  to 
plant  trees.

Direct 

The  timely  article  elsewhere  on  The 
Referendum  by  Theodore  Bourne  first  saw 
the  light  in  the  Essex  County  Press  fifteen 
years  ago,  then  published  by  the  writer  in 
Bloomfield.  Now  there  is  a  Direct  Legii 
lation  Record,  devotod  to  that  reform,  pub¬ 
lished  monthly  in  Newark  by  Eltweed 
Pomeroy,  In  the  March  number,  under 
the  heading  of  legislative  news  of  the 
movement  that  is  destined  to  destroy  party 
feudalism  in  America  sooner  or  later,  we 
find  this  item  :  * 

Though  an  ardent  Republican,  Con¬ 
gressman  McEwan  has  been  utterly  unable 
to  get  the  resolution  asking  for  a  commit¬ 
tee  of  inquiry  on  the  application  of  Direct 
Legislation  to  National  Affairs  out  of  com¬ 
mittee.  Speaker  Reed  refused  to  recog¬ 
nize  him  for  any  purpose  connected  with 
it.’* 

While  it  thu$  seems  impossible  to  get 
the  question  fairly  before  Congress,  the 
movement  has  made  substantial  progress 
in  all  parts  of  the  country,  particularly  in 
the  west.  Associations  have  been  formed 
to  educate  the  people  upon  the  principle 
involved,  and  already  some  half  dozen 
State  legislatures  are-  considering  constitu¬ 
tional  amendments  for  the  incorporation  of 
direct  legislation  into  fundamental  law. 
The  oscillation  of  political  parties,  the 
swing  of  the  pendulum  from  one  to  the 
other  extreme  indicates  the  unrest  of  forces 
social,  moral  and  political.  As  the  empire 
could  only  give  peace  to  the  upheaved  and 
discordant  elements  of  society  in  France, 
so  in  the  crisis  to-day  Direct  Legislation, 
Democracy  pure  and  simple,  can  alone 
undo  the  wrongs  committed  in  the  name  of 
representative  government  and  give  the 
nation  peice.  Partyism,  wedded  to  the 
spoils  system,  can  accomplish  only  evil.

pany’s  efforts  in' pushing  the  trolley  out'to 

the  Summit  line  : 

“This  company  is  in  fact  but  a  part  of 
the  Consolidated  Traction  Company  and 
has  changed  its  route  only  after  a  prolonged 
struggle  for  right  of  way  through  a  field 
which  it  believes  far  more  desirable  and 
profitable.  Again  the  company  has  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  carrying  out  the  boast  of  its 
managers  that  “no  body  of  citizens  and  no 
community  could  permanently  obstruct 
their  plans  when  they  decide  to  secure  en¬ 
trance  to  any  township  or  municipality." 

They  have  secured  franchises  under 
which  they  will  reach  the  Summit  Town¬ 
ship  line,  and  within  a  few  months  will 
probably  direct  their  efforts  to  securing  ad¬ 
mission  here.  When  their  line  is  com¬ 
pleted  through  Springfield  Township  the 
residents  of  Summit  can  look  forward  to  a 
long  and  determined  struggle,  and  only 
constant  vigilance  and  vigorous  resistance 
will  frustrate  the  plans  of  the  traction  man- 
agers. 

To  the  business'  men  of  the  town  this 
question  is  one  of  deep  interest.  If  is  un¬ 
necessary  at  this  time  to  attempt  to  review 
the  many  and  valid  objections  to  an  exten¬ 
sion  of  the  trojley  to  Summit,  but  to  the 
merchants  it  would  mean  an  injury  from 
which  they  would  not  soon  recover.  In 
every  community  connected  with  the  large 
cities  by  the  trolley,  the  result  of  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  that  system  has  been  a  depres¬ 
sion  in  business,  almost  ruinous.  Orange 
and  the  neighboring  communities;  Eliza¬ 
beth,  Bloomfield  and  practically  every 
other  place  over  which  this  octopus  has 
spread  its  tentacles  have  all  suffered  and 
are  still  in  the  throes  of  a  business  depres¬ 
sion  which  required  more  than  the  hard 
times  of  the  past  few  years  to  produce. 
The  result  would  be  similar  in  Summit  and 
the  merchants  who  are  now  fairly  prosper¬ 
ous  in  business  would  soon  find  practically 
their  entire  trade  diverted  to  Newark  and 
New  York." 


THE  REFERENDUM. 

Reference  of  Organic  law*  to  the 
People. 

The  canker  at  the  tree  of  American 
Liberty,  and  the  principal  source  of  the 
corruptions  in  the  body  politic,  is  the  del£» 
gation  of  the  sovereign  power,  professedly 
lodged  ia  the  people,  to  their  representa¬ 
tives.  By  putting  into  the  hands  of  cer¬ 
tain  meffthc’ power  to  make  and  to  execute 
laws  intfplving  taxation  and  the  expendi¬ 
ture  of  the  revenues  of  the  city,  county, 
State  of.  Nation,  without  the  sanction  of 
the  enacting  vote  of  the  people  we  not 
only  make  them  our  rulers  instead  of  our 
agents,  hut  place  them  in  circumstance  of 
great  temptation. 

This  presentation  of  the  subject  will  be 
novel  to  a  great  many  citizens,  but  it  is  of 
the  highest  importance,  considering  the 
evils  of  the  existing  system,  in  the  light 
now  thrown  upon  it.  We  have  been  so  ac¬ 
custom*!  to  regard  representatives  as  rulers 
that  the  idea  of  their  being  simply  our 
agents  has  become  almost  obsolete.  What 
would  tyc  think  of  a  merchant  who  should 
entrust  his  entire  business  for  a  term  of 
years  tVthe  hands  of  a  clerk,  with  or  with¬ 
out  powpr  of  attorney,  and  reserve  to  him¬ 
self  nd  right  of  revocation  for  incompetency 
or  un trustworthiness  ?  Yet  that  is  practi 
rally  the  method  we  now  observe.  We  send 
representatives  to  the  Assembly,  or  Senate 
•  or  to  Cohgress,  who  make  “laws"  without 
reference  to  the  will  of  the  people.  For 
instance,  the  scandalous  betrayal  of  the 
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Ninety  Year*  Old.

porations; — all  these  and  other  acts  by 
which  the  people  have  been  deprived  (if 
not  robbed)  of  their  capital,  that  is,  of  the 
public  property  and  credit,  to  the  extent  of 
two  or  three  thousand  millions  ofdollars — 
show  the  absolute  necessity  of  the  Referen¬ 
dum,  i.  e.,  referring  organic  laws  back  to 
the  people  for  final  enactment. 

Not  one  of  the  above  acts  of  spoliation 
would  have  been  approved  if  submitted  to 
the  votes  of  the  people.  As  a  necessary 
consequence,  the  lobbyist’s  nefarious  busi- 
would  have  had  no  existence,  nor  would 
the  Chamberlains,  Colfaxes,  Cardozos, 
Tweeds,  Sweeneys,  Clevelands,  Platts, 
Payns  and  their  compeers  have  been 
charged  with  complicity  with  syndicates, 
or  frauds.  Lobbyism  would  exist  no  longer, 
and  the  insidious  approaches  of  the  temp¬ 
ter  to  corrupt  our  law-makers  would  cease. 

Let  any  new  laws  which  involve  organic 
changes  and  expenditures  beyond  certain 
specified  amounts,  provided  for  by  law,  be 
prepared  and  arranged  by  the  people's  rep¬ 
resentatives,  as  their  clerks  and  agents,  and 
referred  back  to  the  people,  to  be  voted  up¬ 
on  prior  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  legisla¬ 
tive  body,  and  being  duly  recorded,  take 
effect  upon  the  date  specified  in  the  act. 

This  will  not  only  kill  lobbying,  bribery, 
corruption,  commissions  and  profits  now 
shared  between  the  legislators,  lobbyists 
and  parties  interested  in  the  bills,  but  save 
much  time  and  money  to  the  representa¬ 
tives  and  people.  There  would  not  only 
be  far  less  debate  over  bills,  but  fewer 
would  be  offered,  and  the  usual  question, 
“How  much  is  there  in  it?”  or  the  bargain, 

“You  vote  for  my  bill,  and  I’ll  vote  for 
Mturs,”  would  be  asked  or  proposed  no 
lenger. 

The  evils  of  lobbying  in  producing  the 
shameful  corruption  known  to  exist  among 

Cliticians  can  hardly  be  overstated.  They 
ve  been  described  in  a  general  way.  and 
their  terrible  influence  in  depraving  almost 
all  the  public  men  of  the  last  twenty  years 
has  been  admitted  by  the  pulpit,  press  and 
rostrum,  yet  they  remain  as  potential  as 
x  for  the  destruction  of  each  relay  of 
jresentatives  who  annually  become  the 
objects  of  the  approach  of  the  lobbyist. 
Almost  every  one  knows  of  cases  in  which 
laws  destructive  to  the  commonwealth,  im¬ 
posing  unjust  or  oppressive  taxation,  or 
Igckless  squandering  of  the  people’s  money 
or  lands  have  been  enacted  which  would 
not  have  been  passed  if  their  representa¬ 
tives  were  simply  their  agents  to  make  the 
laws  and  relegate  them  to  the  people  for 
easetment  at  the  succeeding  election.  This  |  UP 
brief  statement  will  show  the  propriety  of  *  D 
the  “Referendum"  to  protect  the  people,  j 
kill  lobbying  and  save  time,  expense  and 
temptation  to  those  sent  to  the  Legislature  * 
to  represent  the  people.
